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1. TRUE TO HIS PROMISE (AGAIN REINFORCED BY PRIVATE CALL BY 
HIS PERSONAL ASSISTANT ON MY PERSONAL ASSISTANT YESTERDAY), 
SEMENOV CALLED ON ME TODAY TO MAKE HIS PRESENTATION ON 
ARTICLE XIII OF THE SOVIET DRAFT (FBS AND THIRD-COUNTRY NECLEAR 
FORCES). I TOLD HIM THAT, AS HE KNEW, I WAS SURPRISED TO SEE
